Two Negroes Get 10 Years for 
Holdup That Netted Dime 
and Spool of Thread. 


Six men pleaded guilty to rob- 
bery charges in tne criminal divi- 
sion of Circuit Court last week 
and received penitentiary or refor- 


matory sentences.

Wounded by Negro in 
Attempted Holdup at 
| 1409 Washington Av. 


Louis Singer, who was wounded 
Friday evening by a nervous roeb- 
ber, who fired two shots and then 
fled without loot in an attempted 
holdup at the Singer “lercantile 
Co., at 1409 Washinzton boulevard, 
is in serious condition at City Hos- 
pital, 

The robber, a Negro, entered the 
Store about 6:30 o'clock, as Singer 
and his wife, Sylvia, were prepar- 
ing to close up. Mrs. Singer later 
related that the Negro drew an au- 
tomatic pistol and ordered “stick 
| em up.” Two shots followed the 
command. Singer, shot twice in 
the chest, lunged at the robber and 
| grappled with him. The robber 
| struggled with his victim. pulling 
| singer to the sidewalk in front of 
| the store, where the merchant 
| collapsed. The Negro fled west in 
| Washington avenue. 
| Mrs. Singer followed her hus- 
| band and the Negro to the side- 
| walk, and her screams attracted 
Joseph Durawski, 1915A O'Fallon 
street, who was passing in his au- 
tomobile accompanied by his wife, 
and .a friend, Benjamin Woods, 
They followed the fugitive over 
| Fifteenth street to Lucas avenue, 
| where he crossed a parking lot to 
Linden street, and ran through a 
| hallway at 1609 Linden. 

Durawski later accompanied Po- 
licemen to the Linden  strect ad- 
dress, where he picked out a Ne- 
gro from a group playing cards in 
the rear of that address, and iden- 
, tified him as the man he saw rune- 
| ning from the scene of the shoot- 
| ing. The identification was  cor- 
roborated by Mrs. Durawski. 

The Negro, who denied that he 
was the robber, was taken to City 
Hospital, where he was viewed by 
|} the wounded merchant and Mrs, 
| Singer, neither of whom was able 
| to identify him. He is held for

‘SUDDEN RAWWSTORM DELAYS 
"WORK ON DES PERES SEWER 


Steam Shovel Overturned and Other 
Equipment Damaged; First 

| Serious Interferencc, 

| “The first serious interference by 
rain in the difficult construction 
‘of the section of the River des 
‘Peres sewer between Forest Park 
and the western city limits oc¢ur- 
red Friday afternoon. The con- 
tractor, Stiecrs Bros. Construction 
C»., had enjoyed a remakable free- 
dom from wenther trouble for 
about a year and a half, due to the 
drouth. 

As a safeguard against storm 
water, the city requires the con- 
‘tractor to build two temporary con- 
crete dams across the chanel up- 
streum from the end of the sewer, 
as construction moves upstream. 
Excavation goes on between these 
dams and the huge concrete sewer 
‘tube is built below them. In case 
of heavy rain, the dams would keep 
learth from washing into the fin- 
ished sewer, which would cost the 
city a large amount to remove. 

Last week the two dams were 
‘between Delmnur boulevard and 
Westminster place. Earth between 
them had been removed and in an- 
‘other hour the machinery would 
‘have been out of the way. At 1 
'p. m. a sudden local storm arose, 
and filled the half-block space be- 
tween the dams with about 1.900,- 
000 gallons of water. The lower 
dam cracked under the strain and 
ithe water swept into the sewer 
without harm to the concrete. 
However, a big steam shovel was 
| overturned by the flood and a 
| heavy traveling form was swept 
about two blocks south. City en- 
gineers believe the cost to the con- 
tractor for putting his equipment 
back in order will be small, but a 
delay of several days in construc- 
ition is-likely.

“You ask us,” the encyclical 
reade, “* * * what is to be thought

Catholic point of view and also 
from a human point of view is in- 
evitably only one:' such an oath 
as it stands is illicit.’’ 

This encyclical letter is entitled 
“Concerning ‘Catholic Action.’” It 
is addressed to the dignitaries of 
the church. The Pontiff expresses 
“exquisite satisfactory” that Cath- 
olic organizations of all countries 
have expressed their astonishment 
and grief to see the society “perse- 
cuted and assailed here in the very 
center of the apostolic hierarchy.” 


“Have Remained Docile.” 
Particularly pleasing, he writes, 


are the “convincing proofs * * * 
that these organizations have re- 
mained docile * * * in refraining 


absolutely from any and every 
kind of political activity.” 

Dishanding of the Catholic Ac- 
tion in Italy, he declared, was cap- 
ried out with the use of tactics 
which would give the impression 
that action was being taken against 
a dangerous organization of crim- 
inals.

CHARLES M. HAY SUGGESTS 
MORATORIUM ON TARIFFS 


Former Democratic Nominee for 
U. 8. Senator in Address 
at Marceline, Mo.

MARCELINE, Mo., July 4.— 
While proposing a moratorium on 
war debts, “we might propose a 
moratorium on some of the tariff 
schedules that hamper and ham-

Charles M. Hay, St. Louis, former

States Senator, said in an address 
here today. 

‘The same sort of spirit and 
statesmanship which inspired this 
proposal (the debts moratorium 
proposal) should guide this nation

VERYONE works. !n_ Russia: 
there is no leisure class; the 
whole nation is bending its ef- 
forts toward the completion of the 
five-year plan. Tne-great majority 
of the people are going along en- 
thusiastically, or at least willingly; 
the rest are being driven along un- 
der compulsion. 

In the five years that have 
elapsed since my previous yisit to 
Russia the scene has been trans- 
formed from @ne of haphazard en- 
deavor to one of purposeful energy. 
Hundreds of thousands of untutored 
farm hands are being made over 
into factory workers. Workmen 
trained in the old ways are learning 
new methods and trying to instruct 
others in the new order; executives 
are making a treniendous effort to 
keep up with their new responsibili- 
ties. Efficiency has become a goal 
and a battle cry. 
There is bound to be miscalcula- 
tion and strain in the effort to exe- 
cute a project so gigantic as the in- 
dustrialization, within a short span 
of years, of a backward country of 
150,000,000 people. With the expan- 
sion of industry there has been a 
dilution of the trained working 
force, and, although enthusiasm 
and improved machinery have in- 
creased the results obtained from 
the older, experienced factory 
hands, the average efficiency of 
labor has gone down. 
In activities where expansion has 
not been so marked—the railroads, 
for example-th«re has been a very 
noticeable improvement both in in- 
dividual efficiency and in general 
operating efficiency. On the other 
hand, in the new industries and in 
the greatly expanded older indus- 
tries, I found a large percentage of

Russian-American Contrasts. 


Since American industry is Rus- 
sia’s model,,it is interesting to 
compare the workmen of the two 
countries. I was led to the conclu- 
sion that the Russian worker is as 
a rule more willing and enthusias- 
tic than the American, but that his 
willingness cannot compensate for 
his lack of background, concentra- 
tion, training and initiative. = 

For Ivan it can be said that the 
factory means something closer to 
him than.to his American brother. 
He does not watch the clock, drop 
his work at the whistle or hesitate 
toe do a bit of extra work. Two 
factors may account for this: First, 


bonuses for extra effort and the 
patriotic appeal for victory in the 
present industrial effort;, second, 
the fact that his work is probably 
more interesting than anything 
else in his life. 

But Ivan is at a disadvantage in 
many other respects. In appear- 
ance he is the same on or off the 
job, because his working clothes 
are also his holiday attire. As a 
but quiet and 
obedient automaton, in a disciplined 
industrial army, he seems to lack 
the sense of independence, free- 
dom and dignity inherent in the 
American laborer. 

When an American worker pulls 
a lever, he looks corfident of what 
will happen and why, whereas 
many laborers in Russia appear be- 
wildered and clumsy, with a tend- 
ency to become panicky if the un- 
usual occurs. The Russian factory 
hand, moreoyer, appears to think 
“pretty good is good enough”; un- 
less supervised, he is likelyg to 
overlook exactness and nicety. 
Evidence of Confusion. / 

The absence of industrial under- 
standing and teamwork is particu- 
larly noticeable in the building 
trades. At the Ford plant in Nizhni 
Novgorod, where I spent a day in- 
specting building operations, order- 
ly procedure seemed entirely lack- 
ing. Dumping of materials without 
much reference to where they were 
to be used gives an impression of 
chaos to one who has seen sky- 
scrapers rise 75 steries in New 
York, with deliveries timed and 
placed, to the need and without 
hindrance to traffic in the street or/{i 
‘on the-sidewalk.

Working conditions were bad, 
compared with those of Massachu- 
setts or New York. In many ways, 
they were actually dangerous,.and 
the “Paris Commune” shoe fac- 
tory would certainly’ have been 
closed under the factory laws of 
almost any State in our Union. 
Of the 4000 employes, 2200 were 
at the machines, while the rest were 
engaged in the office and shipping 
rooms and in the operation of a 
restaurant. Later, in this restau- 
rant, I had a meal of fish, barley. 
tea, black bread and compote, all 
for 38 kopecks (about 20 cents). 


Piece-Work System. 
This factory, like all Russian fac- 
tories, is on a-piece-work basis. The 
wages are paid twice a month, and 
ayerage about one-half the. Amer- 
ican wage for the same work. In 
America, on a full-time basis, simi- 
lar operators would get from $60 to 
$300 a month. 
The factory turns out 19,000 pairs 
of women’s shoes daily, or about six 
puirs per operator per day. The 
factory cost per pair is 6 rubles, or 
$3, and the price to the consumer 
in Moscow is $4.50 or $5. In an 
“open” store, the price would be 
two or three times as much. The 
shoes are of very coarse finish, 
though made of » strong material. 
They could be manufactured in the 
United States for 75 cents a pair. 
but no one would buy them. Only 
two widths were being made, as 
compared with seven in America. 
Generally speaking, this factory, 
while paying about half the Amer- 
ican wage, was getting about one- 
fourth to one-third of the results 
from labor. There were 10 fore- 
men, where we would have had 
three or four. | 

The gfeat question is, of course, 
this: Can the Russian workmen, 4s 
a whole, be made as efficient as 
those in the United States?

Foreign Labor Expensive. 


The hiring of tecahinl skilled la- 
bor is already burdening the Gov- 
ernment revenues and the exten- 
sion of this practice, which seems 
necessary, will be difficult to fi- 
nance. World conditions release 
foreign skilled labor now, but in 
better years it will be harder to 
get and will cost more. Yet this 
difficulty will only delay efficiency, 
not prevent it. 
Two other obstacles remain to be 
noted. One is the lack of a proper 
diet for the worker—a diet on 
which to base sustained effort at a 
factory machine after the inter- 
mittent character of labor on a 
farm. Again, the high prices 
charged. for consumable goods 
seems to me td discourage effort; 
since extra rubles are worthless in 
terms of his wants, the worker has 
no incentive to increase his output 
and obtaia more wages. 

It is true that many social bene- 
fits are provided for the worker 
and his family in so far as funds 
are available, and I heard dozens 
of men say their various forms of 
insurance meant much in terms of 
contentment.

Labor’s Advantages. 


In many factories there Is a dine 
ing hall, where the worker may ob- 
tain a cheap but substantial meal 
daily that does not count against 
his regular ration allowance. 
Near te factory or his home is 
a workmen's club, where he may 
spend his free time. There has 
been a great increase in the nume- 
ber of these clubs; large appropria- 
tions have been made for them as 
a reward for accomplishments, 
such as increased factory output 
and quality of product, and for 
exceeding the schedules laid down 
in the five-year plan. I saw many 
churches that had been turned in- 
to clubs at the demand of the 
workers, who were inspired by the

Hence ownership 
by the public is unquestionably neces- 
sary, but municipal ownership, as we 
know it, is fraught with grave danger 
of political manipulation and wasteful- 
ness. 

A municipality (incorporated city) is 
but a subdivision of the state or national 
government. Today most activities of our 
Government are not governmental, but 
social. They are activities of organized 
society in the interest of society as a 
whole, replacing individual haphazard 
and inefficient efforts of amelioration or 
s0cial well-being. Fire departments, edu- 
cational institutions, parks, good roads, 
state parks, workmen’s compensation, 
the maintenance of waterways, etc., are 
not governmental requisites, but social 
services. Operating a postoffice, transpor- 
tation line, electric plant, waterworks, 
etca is not a governmental function, but 
a social industry. Poorhouses, free hos- 
pitals, clinics, asylums, etc., are not gov- 
ernmental necessiti¢és—they are socia) 
alms. 

These. activities should individually 
stand or fall upon their own merits and 
should be completely divorced from gov- 
ernmental activities and politics. They are 
administrative and should have commis- 
sion management similar to our St. Louis 
Public Library, Zoo, Schoo] Board and 
Art Museum; also our Missouri State 
Highway Commission. The money neces- 
sary for each of these social activities 
should be raised with the understanding 
that they are separately for these respec- 
tive uses. In other words, taxpayers 
should know how much loss or gain is 
sustained through social industry: how 
much is spent for social service, and how 
much for social alms. Social industry 
should be free and absolutely independ- 
ent of any political subdivision,:as much 
so as is a privately Owned corporation. 

To supply gas, a social {Industry gas 
corporation should be formed, to be ul- 
timately controlled by the patrons of the 
system. Employes should have a repre- 
sentative in the board of directors; like- 
wise, the municipality which controls 
the streets that must be used should be 
represented on the board. Temporarily. 
because of legal rest-ictions and for the 
further reason that the municipality 
would lend its credit to establish the 
system, ft must control the corporation, 
but gradually as the system grows in 
Size and age the control should pass to 
the patrons, who in the last analysis must 
pay for the system through their patron- 
age, and consequently should control the | 
industry through their choice of repre- 
sentatives on the board of directors.

Economic recovery is being hela 


up by an “architectural bureaucra- 
cy’’ in Washington, George H. Gray, 
New Haven, Conn., director of the 
American Institute of Architects for 
the New England Division, charges 
in a statement made public here. 

“Pent up power for relief from 
the business depression lies in the 
Treasury of the United States in 
the form of appropriations. for 
$500,000,000 worth of buildings, 
which will not be used in volume; 
according to the present schedule, 
until the emergency is passed,” 
Gray declares. 

“This situation has arisen despite 
the fact that Congress in appro- 
priating this money sought to aid 
in reducing unemployment, and in 
restoring prosperity. 

“The cause of the delay is bu- 
reaucracy, the taking over by the 
Government of functions best per- 
formed in the communities where 
the buildings are to be built. The 
Government has not gone into the 
contracting business, but it has built 
up a huge architectural office. 

“Huge as it is—employing some 
800 draftsmen—it is not adequate 
to put into the works at once the 
volume of building for which ap- 
propriations have been made to 
meet existing needs. It is esti- 
mated that the Government cannot 
catch up until 1937. Even if this

which look prosperous have a re- 
markable advertising value, Wil- 
liam Orr Ludlow, chairman of the 
Committee on Industrial Relations 
of the American Institute of Ar- 
chitects, declared in a statement 
stressing the importance of mak- 
ing a factory, disposal plant or wa- 
terworks attractive in appearance. 

Although this is a machine age, 
beauty in buildings is as desirable 
as ever, in Ludlow’s opinion, Pub- 
lic demands have changed in many 
other respects, he said, but the 
owner of even the strictly utilitar- 
jan building is more insistent upon 
attractive construction than ever 
before. 


“While strict economy is still es- 
sential, the owner of a factory, for 
instance, now understands more of 
the psychological effect on his em- 
ployes of pleasant surroundings,” 
according to the statement. “The 
engineer who makes his bridges, 
factories or waterworks attractive 
in appearance is going to give the 
owner a much larger share of sat- 
isfaction in the accomplished 
work and, further, Re is creating 


employment of private practitioners 
in the design and execution of the 
Federal public buildings program. 
Gray quotes President H®Oover as 
saying two years ago: 

“It is the wish and the demand 
of the American people that our 
new buildings shall comport with 
the dignity of the Capital of Amer- 
ica, that they shall meet modern 
requirements of utility, that they 
shall fulfill the standards of taste. 
that they shall be a lasting inspi- 
ration. 

“In architecture it is the spiritual 
impulse that counts. These build- 
ings should express the ideals and 
standards of our times; they will 
be the measure of our skill and 
taste by which we will be judged 
by our children’s children. 

“Mr. Mellon has insisted that the 
great responsiblity before us is not 
one which can be discharged by 
any one indiviual, It must be the 
product of the common mind of 
many men, devoted to secure for 
America the vast realization of the 
expression of our nation. 

“And I am confident that we 
have within the national the taste, 
skill and artistic sense to perform 
our task, for our architects have 
already given to America the lead- 
ing place in their great art.”

Somewhere along the line Dame 
Nature had her say. For Stribling 
was not of the timber from which 
pard bitten, enduring fighters are 
made.

But, if you think they 
did, read the story of last night’s 
fignt, and be converted. Fighters 
are born and not made. Perhaps 
this preface is long, but it in part 
explains the story of Stribling’s 
defeat, out there under the spot- 
lights of Cleveland’s magnificent 
new stadium, seating 110,000 per- 
sons, with fewer than one-third 
of that number an hand to view 
the proceedings. 

And you have to get something 
of the background of the Stribling 
situation before the details and 
finality of the battle itself can get 
across to you. For example, get 
the setting in Stribling’s corner, 
a few moments before the fight 
began. 

There in his corner sat Willie, 
as handsome a piece of flesh as 
one ever saw and as fine and clean 
a boy as ever had an ambition to 
become world champion. As he 
sat there he must have known that 
this was the last and final test for 
him, Three or four other times 
opportunity had poynded at his 
door and found Willie not at home.

OQ THE little group of people 
T who work in Times Square, the 

rest of America is “the road,” 
and that, I believe is the chief rea- 
son “the road’ has ceased to exist 
for Times Square, 

Ten years ago there were enough 
theaters outside of York to 
give long seasons to five different 
presenting my play, 
Today, we are told, 


New 


companies, 
“The Fool.” 
there are practically no theaters 
available except in the big cities— 
and very little patronage for those 
that are available. Times Square 
blames ‘“‘the talkies.”” When I was 
a boy, Union Square blamed roller 
skating. Whenever there is a slump 
in theatrical business, everybody 
blames everything except the the- 
atrical business. 

Israel Zangwill said, ‘‘The theater 
is an art conducted as a business by 
bad business men.” That's what’s 
the matter with “the road.’’ Good 
business men keep faith. Good busi- 
ness men establish a trade mark 
and make it a guarantee. Since I 
was a boy—but ever increasingly— 
theatrical managers have been 
treating “‘the road’’ on the theory 
that “‘there’s a sucker born every 
minute,”” and that the entire accu- 
mulation of all the ages lives out- 
side of New York. 

In 1916, | saw a “great New York 
success, with the original cast and 
production,” in New London. The 
“original cast’’ was composed of 
nine bad actors, none of whom had 
ever seen New York except when 
they were looking for jobs, and, 
with none-too-elaborate changes of 
make-up, these nine bad actors 
played 15 good parts. The ‘original 
production” was composed mostly 
of scenery that had grown old on 


that stage in New London. For 
this event, the price of orchesira 
seats had been raised to $3. Few 
of the New Londoners who wit- 


nessed that performance can have 
had any impulse to witness another 
in the near future, and, for seasons 
afterward, Times Square probably

HIS incident was, and still is 

typical. Personally, I have no. 


objection to “number two com- 
panies.” I have seen worse perform- 
ances on Broadway than in Read- 
ing, Pa., and the average long-run 
hit gets to be pretty much cheap- 
ened and slip-shod while it is still 
in the Metropolis. Most managers 
G€on’t keep faith even with New 
York. But I do insist that every 
company should be a good com- 
pany, whatever its number and 
wherever it goes; that its perform- 
ance should be kept up to the mark, 


and that the theater patron shoulw 
be told exactly what he is buying 
when he buys it. If ‘‘the road” has 
rarely been inhospitable to Ziegfeld 
and George M. Cohan, it is because 
everybody knows just what he is 
going to see when he patronizes 
either. 

Both in and out of New York, of 
course, the price of theater tickets 
has been absurd. This isn’t alto- 
gether the manager’s fault; most 
of his costs have been equally 
absurd. A $6.60 theater ticket is 
no more foolish than a $110-a-week 
stage hand, or a bad fiddler at $809 
a week. The fact remains that a 
united front might have cut down 
some of these costs, and that, in 
New York, productions have lived 
on cut rates that, apparently no 
one ever thought of offering di- 
rectly to the public. The specula- 
tor evil is notorious, and every ef- 
fort to deal with it has ended in 
wide advertisement of the dishon- 
esty back of the evil. 

When all is said and done, how- 
ever, the theater stands or falls 
chiefly by its plays. When man- 
agers build 70 “first-class” theaters 
in New York, and send most of 
what comes out of them on tour, 
the result is certain to be disas- 
trous, because 70 producing 
theaters require about 250 plays 
a year, and there aren't 250 GOOD 
plays written in 10 years.

HE greatest trouble of all, I 
j axed is that plays are pro- 
duced for Times Square, and 
that, whatever our little groups 
may think about it, Times Square 
is NOT America. Times Square is 


merely a new Bowery. Times 
Square revels in sex and sensation- 
alism, calling ‘it “sophistication,”

and feeling the deepest contempt 
for a “hinterland” that has other 
interests. Writing in the Evening 
Sun of June 8, Richard Lockridge, 
its critic, says: ““‘What we need is 
not less sophistication, but more. 
If the best taste’ of the country 
outside of New York is better than 
the best taste of New York, then 
we had better all quit this busi- 
ness and go in for the talking pic- 
tures. If New York does not draw 
from the rest of the country the 
best minds, it is different from all 
the other world capitals.”” Appar- 
ently, Mr. Lockridge has never 
heard of a gentleman named Ibsen, 
who lived in the little town of 
Bergen, or of Goethe, of Weimar, 
or of several thousand men and 
women who conduct the business 
of this nation, its newspapers, its 
professions, its churches and uni- 
versities, many miles from the 
burlesque shows and the flea circus 
on Forty-second street. 

You can’t tell Times Square 
about America. Most of Times 
Square gets mentally and physical- 
ly lost when it takes a ferry across 
the Hudson. And Times Square 
writes plays wholly and solely for 
the approval of Times Square. 
There really isn‘t any other way of 
getting along in New York. The 
wise-crackers are a close corpora- 
tion; belong to it or be damned; 
meet its standards or be damned. 
If I were asked to name that cor- 
poration I should call it The Ring 
a-Round a-Rosy Boys. Agnes 
Scratchmaback writes a book in 
which she makes frequent allusions 
to the wit and wisdom of the 
famous newspaper columnist, O. C. 
I., and O. C. I. promptly writes a 
column in which he tells the cock- 
eyed world that the greatest book 
in history is that recently pub- 
lished by Agnes Scratchmaback. 
And all the Ring a-Round a-Rosy 
Boys join in the chorus.

AST year I chanced upon a 
L, 00% of exceedingly mediocre 

short stories turned out by a 
lady who writes criticisms for a 
weekly periodical. From the quo- 
tations on the jacket of that vol- 
ume the uninitiated might have 
supposed Du Maupassant’ reborn, 


springing, like Minerva, full-ar- 
moored, from the head of O. Henry. 
The initiated, of course, recognized 
the Rosies. William Weisenkopff, 
turning out a bright little farce 
about the habits and customs of 
street ladies, finds himself com- 
pared with Barrie, Sheridan and 
Oscar Wilde, with the result that 
by night a great populace, reached 
by a round dozen newspapers, is 
clamoring for admittance to his 
playhouse. Naturally, all Times 
Square is trying to be William 
Weisenkopff, or his manager; to 
be the darling of the gods, no mat- 
ter what indifference as to the hab- 
its and customs of street ladies ex- 
ists in such benighted backwoods 
settlements as lie west of the Hud- 
son. 

“The road” has divorced Times 
Square. There is only the smallest 
community of interest, and the 
praise of 0. C. L, and the  trade- 
mark of New York, have come to 
mean as much in the “unsophisti- 
cated” hinterland as last year’s al- 
manac. But “the road” is a long 
way from being dead. It is merely 
at the beginning of being inde- 
pendent. For many years it has 
supplied itself with drama in a 
small way. Some day the Little 
Theater will be professionalized and 
organized, and its plays will be 
written for it by really important 
dramatists, placed under contract 
by a group that has literary un- 
derstanding beyond the New York- 
er. 

- * Ss 
EANWHILE, Ethel Barrymore 
M has played to $5000 in Toledo, 
and the Broadway Columbus 
has discovered America. All sorts 
of people are out to restore ‘the 
road” by organizing audiences, and 
persuading them to import drama 
on a guarantee basis, as formerly 
they supplied themselves with mu- 
sic. This is right and reasonable, 
but its success will depend upon 
the kind of drama that is provided 
and the type of ethics that prevails 

among its providers. 

The day of inefficient companies 
in inadequate productions at ridic- 
ulous prices is gone forever, The 
day when decent people would ac- 
cept the smut that Times Square 
calls “sophistication” never ar- 
rived. The success of the present 
subscription movement is up to the 
managers, Unless they have 
learned something in the past few 
years, the next few will find Times 
Square continuing to produce for 
Times Square and the rest of Amer- 
ica with a theater of its own.

112,600. Hamilton asserted he had 
viewed a photograph of Factor and 
that Wise was the same man who is 
now nnder indictment for fraud.

“Every year,’ he 
writes, ‘‘we send expeditions to the 
most distant regions—berond the 
polar eircle, to the deserts of Kazak- 
stan, into the moun- 
tains of Altai and 
Pamir.” 

One group of 
scouts makes it way 
over the Siberian 
tundra, over great 
uncharted expanses. 
Each man is sur- 
rounded by a colony 
of fiying insects. 
mosquitoes much 
larger than those we 
know, and gnats. 
The men wear black 
masks of netting. It 
would be fatal to 
travel without this 
protection. 

‘At the same time, 
far to the south, 
goes another troop 
of scouts. It pro- 
ceeds up a mountain 
ridge as up the cor- 
nice of ae giant 
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wall. Below are 
hundreds of me- 
ters of empty 
space. If you should become fright- 
ened, you would fall into a crevasse 
and even your. bones would never be 
seen again. But the scout must not 
know fear. So he moves on, leaning 
with his entire body against the stony 
wall and cautiously feeling his way 
around projections with his feet.’’ 

In the 10 years from 1919 the Acad- 
emy of Science alone organized 371 
scouting expeditions. In addition to 
locating suitable sites for factories, 
docks, canals, they discovered hitherto 
undreamed of deposits of raw material. 
Beyond the polar circie they found the 
huge Hibinsky Mountains. “And do 
you know what these mountains are 
made of? They are made of most vai- 
uable" raw materials—nephelite and 


apatite. Nephelite will give us glass. 
Apatite will give us phosphatesa—fer- 
tilizers for our fields.’’ It is a little

theme which Ilin has interwoven 
through the whole narrative. He makes 
a fascinating story out of the build- 
ing of a hydro-electric station on the 
River Dnieper, at a new town called 
Dnieprostroy. 

“It would seem to be a simple mat- 
ter to build a dam across the river,” 
he writes, ‘‘to install the appropriate 
water turbines and to allow the water 
to turn the wheels of these turbines. 
But this is easy to say and very dif- 
ficult to do. For the dam being built 
on the Dnieper will be a stone wal! al- 
most five-eights of a mile in length 
and as high as a many-storied build- 
ing. To construct such a wall on land 
would not be easy. This one must be 
built across a great river! And the 
river refuses to stand still, it refuses 
to be quiet while it is harnessed.” 


ELLING how temporary wooden 

dikes were first thrown across 

the Dnieper, Ilin says: ‘For 
only in a fairy story does this hap- 
pen: River, stand back!’ He re 
lates how twice this tetmnporary wall 
gave way. The second time 500 
tons of steel were plunged into the 
water and it was necessary to cut these 
stee] beams under. the water before 
they could be brought to the surface. 
When the Dnieprostroy dam is finished 
first six turbines, and later four more, 
will be installed, developing a total of 
900,000 horsepower. Ilin translates 
this into terms understandable to the 
child—the strength of one man is equal 
to one-twentieth of a horse, which 
means “18,000,000 mechanical work- 
ers."" Electricity will be sold at. Dnie- 
prostroy for one kopek, a half-cent a 
kilowatt hour. “But what is a kilo- 
watt hour? It is approximately three 
days’ work of a strong man. One ko- 
pek for three days’ work. This is what 
each mechanical worker will cost us 
at Dnieprostroy! This means that it 
is profitable to build hydro-electric sta- 
tions. And we shall build them.”’ 

Ilin describes, in similar terms un- 
derstandable to the child, the electrift- 
cation of the mines, the discovery of 
the Surakhany oj) fields, the building 
of the Dnieper aluminum factory, of 
the Krivorozhsky factory, of the Mag- 
nitogorsky factory, in which there will 
be 6000 workers. In the chapter 
‘Iron Workmen” he describes the 
marvelous accuracy and skill an« 
strength of the modern machines tha 
are building the new Russia. It is 
necessary to build factories that wi!!

with huge (unloaded) pistols and 
‘“‘rob’’ the assembly. 

They popped in just after supper as 
scheduled. ‘Reach for th’ ceilin’,”’ 
one of them growled. The other or- 
dered the party, including the host 
himself, to line up in front of the fire- 
place. While his pal kept them cov- 
ered he collected obvious pieces of 
jewelry, watches and some pocketbooks 
from the men and women. The holdup 
was realistic-—done by good actors. 

But as they backed to the door and 
turned to run out, a shot crashed from 
the assembly of guests, 

Women screamed. The ‘robber’ 
outside the door grunted and moaned 
and slumped down. Sixty days later 
he was out of the hospital, recovered 
from a builet wound inflicted by one 
of the very greenhorns for whom the 
little show was staged. A dude had 
suddenly jerked the ranch proprietor’s 
pistol from its holster and shot at the 
apparently fleeing bandits. 

Dudes are quick to accept the sports 
of the range, and some of them be- 
come efficient rodeo performers in re- 
markably short time. Due, doubtless, 
to the faet that they are naturally ath- 
letic and accustomed to entering any 
new sport wholeheartedly. About the 
worst form of embarrassment a cow- 
boy can suffer is to have a dude beat 
him at shooting or roping or bulldog- 
ging. Said cowboys becomes an ob- 
ject of unceasing ridicule from his fel- 
lows. 

Rodeos always occupy a part on the 
season's program at the well ordered 
dude ranch. The round-up may even be 
the climax of the season’s activities. 
Sometimes they are of state-wide im- 
portance, drawing expert performers 
who compete for money prizes. Some- 
times they are small shows for the ben- 
efit of the ranch guests alone. 


DUDE rancher near Phoenix has 
A: trio of young Indian boys 
trained to do ‘‘savage’’ dances 
for the benefit of his paying. guests. 
The boys are high school graduates, 
and work regularly at civilized jobs in 
the city. But on special occasions they 
assemble at the ranch and appear in 
fantastic costumes, dance and chant 
and cut up generally. The clothes, in- 
cidentally, were ordered from a Chica- 
zo costumer’s shop; they have head- 
wear with great masses of colored 
chieftain's feathers. As a matter of 
fact, no Indian in the Southwest ever 
wore such feathers, but they look 
good to the dudes. 
One elderly man in New Mexico 
for years has conducted a small fac- 


tory for the manufacture of tomahawk ° 


heads, flint arrowheads, Indian pot- 
tery and similar things. Retailers buy 
them to sell to tourists. Ranchers 
buy them for mantelpieces and wall 
ornaments and create good tales about 
them. Fraud? Certainly not. They 
give the dudes as big a thrill as the 
real curios, and.the real ones are some- 
times hard to find. Not a fraud; a 
service! , 

Successful dude ranch hosts and 
hostesses usually succeed in making 
their guests feel amply repaid for any 
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trouble and expense they have been 
put to. If you want the quiet and sol- 
itude of the hills, you may be outfitted 
for hiking or riding, with or without a 
guide. If you want the hilarity of a 
house party, usually you can find it at 
your own or a neighboring ranch. De- 
mand for amusement has developed 
some expert cowboy yarn spinners and 
musicians. Merridew Pound punched 
cows for a living until he began drift- 
ing into the tourist centers about the 
Grand Canyon. Now he is a champion 
dude entertainer, a tale teller without 
fear of competition. 

Most picturesque of the entertainers 
doubtless is Romaine Lowdermilk. Ro- 
maine is an ex-rancher himself, and a 
good one. He ought to be in the 
movies; that is, he looks as if he 
ought. Virile, handsome, full of fun; 
yes, and bowlegged. He knows all the 
good yarns the waddies spin, and all 
the songs they sing. Now he waxes 
fat financially by twanging a guitar 
and singing of range vagabondage 
and generally snorting around in cow- 
boyish fashion among the Easterners 
who are Wild Western pro tem. 


their fraternity have an enviable 

following among the youngsters 
who are included in the roster of 
dudes. Boys of 6 to 16, and girls of 
16 to 22, are the ‘‘thrilliest’’ dudes of 
ull; they see in the handsome gaudily 
clad cowboys heroes that the punchers 
cannot possibly live up to. 

Some of the dudes achieve real pop- 
ularity with the old-timers on the 
range. Jimmie Minotto, for example, 
was born in luxury, the son of an Ital- 
ian Count and a famous German 
actress. He had wealth galore and a 
handsome face to boot. But he came 
to an Arizona dude ranch, went 
through the inevitable initiation and 
change, learned to do the rodeo sports, 
became a hunter and prospector, was 
accepted as a darned good fellow. The 
fact that he speaks seven language and 
is the son-in-law of Swift, the packer, 
hasn't hurt him. He rides no high 
horse. He ‘“took’’ with Arizona.

O, THE poor In- 
dian, has been re- 
discovered. A tribe 
without automo- 
biles, radios, oil 
wells or aid from 
the Federal Govern- 
ment is struggling 
for existence in the 
Louisiana forests. 
Living within three miles of a town, 
it was virtually unknown until a sci- 
entist dropped in a few weeks ago and 
learned some things about the strange 
group of aborigines. 

The Indians are Coushattas and they 
were studied by Dr. Fred B. Kniffen, 
professor of anthropology at the Lou-

stayed to establish a big dairy there, 
is today one of that State’s most pros- 
perous and popular cow men. The de- 
mand for dudes of his caliber always 
exceeds the supply. 

Not all dude ranches are squatty 
buildings on prairie-like country, de- 
pending on sunsets and distant movn- 
tains for setting. Some of them are 
nestled in hidden mountain valleys, 
even in box canyons. Sometimes a 
ranch is one big building, sometimes a 
collection of cabins. Frequently a 
mountain or majestic cliff forms the 
background for the ranch headquarters 
and corrals, and the rustic or Spanish 
architecture usually dominates. 


isiana State University. He found them 
scattered through the woods in the 
southern part of Allen Parish, three 
miles north of the town of Elton. The 
district is drained by the Bayou Blue 
and is in the southwestern part of the 
State. The tribe settled there about 
40 years ago, having lived previously 
in Western Texas, after wandering 
frém its home near Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, in 1799. 

The Coushattas, who number 130 
persons now, are Christians, but théy 
rely on magic for ‘‘healing.”’

Their church choir sings in En- 
giish, but the sermon is preached in 
the Soushatta tongue. They are of un- 
mixed blood, but they do not inter- 
marry within the family or the clan. 
Their chief has a Scotch name. 


no leader when the homestead 

act was passed, nor any tribal 
connections, the Government at 
Washington made no treaty with 
them and has never helped them 
financially. Two generations ago they 
lived on the Sabine River at Indian 
Village, but white homesteaders seized 
their land and drove them out. Then 
friends told the Indians they, too, 
could file on homesteads. About a 
dozen togk up homesteads as individ- 
uals, but some of these places were 
lost to predatory white men, and to- 
day only five have their acres left. 

The State allows them to attend the 
school at Elton, but few have money 
enough to buy the shoes and clothing 
necessary for their children to go 
among white pupils. And the curric- 
ulum is scarcely suited to the young 
Indians; it would be better for them 
to learn things that would help them 
in an agricultural life. 

None of the Coushattas has married 
outside the tribe, so, except for a half- 
breed bootlegger, they are a pure race. 

Marriages are performed by a Con- 
gregational missionary who comes 
twice a month. He it was who made 
them Christians, but only after he had 
consented to immerse them in the 
Baptist manner in the adjacent bayou. 
There has been no intermarriage with-

in the family. Family names descend 
from the mother; the same word 
means “brother” and “cousin” and 
‘brothers and sisters’’ may not marry. 
Neither may members of the same clan 
marry one another. 

Babies used to be born in a Spartan 
manner that is still occasionally prac- 
ticed, according to a friend of the 
chief. The expectant mother left the 
village alone, went into the forest and, 
with no one to help her, gave birth to 
a child. If she and the baby were weak, 
they died. The tribe continued as the 
survival of the fittest. 

The dead are buried with their feet 
to the east, so that when they awake 
they may walk straight into the dawn. 
It is not customary to bury food or 
implements with them. 

Dancing, once a tribal custom with 
definite sex symbols, is all but forgot- 
ten. Only old Jeff and John Poncha 
remember a few of the dances and 
none of the songs. 

The sacred number of the tribe is 
4, and all the teaching of the Congre- 
gational missionary has failed to oust 
completely many of the old supersti- 
tions. 


shanties disease has not been wip- 

ing them out. On the contrary, in 
the last 10 years the tribe has gained 
30 members. The average size of the 
family is now five, and they live much 
as do poor whites in the South, on 
homegrown vegetables, grits, which 
they make from corn by pounding it 
in a wooden mortar, and chickens. 

The women weave handsome bas- 
kets which sell for from 15 cents to 
one dollar and tend the gordens and 
the black haired babies. The men 
used to work for the sawmills, but 
since the mills shut down there has 
been little gainful work for them. 

Blowguns, about six feet long, are 
used by the Coushattas to kill birds 
and other small game. They are hol- 
low bamboo canes, through which a 
sharp, cotton-tufted dart is blown 
with amazing accuracy a distance of 
some 20 feet. 

White neighbors of the Coushattas 
like them and feel admiration for the 
brave struggle they are making against 
starvation. They say there isn't a 
thief among them and that if an In- 
dian is jailed it is usually for some 
misdemeanor such as drinking too 
much of the halfbreed’s eorn whisky. 

Not that there is much drinking 
among the Coushattas nowadays. Rob- 
ert E. Powell, a deputy shcriff who 
has lived and worked with them for 
more than 40 years, says they drink 
less than the whites, and rarely when 
they have work. 

The entire day Sunday Is spent at 
the church, where the several families 
sit around on the gronnd and gossip 
and laugh and dispel all preconceived 
ideas that Indians are solemn. The 
children scurry off into the under- 
growth and come running back when 
the bell rings, for all the world like a 
covey of partridges.

Federal court against Factor, the First 
Union Trust and Savings Bank and the 
Foreman State National Bank seeking 
to tie up trust funds said to total more 
than $2,000,000 which he had made 
in behalf of his wife and his mother.

build machines, if the Soviet Republic 
is to be independent of the world, he 
stresses, And here he employs a fig- 
ure of speech to illustrate that Rus- 
sia is building a dam against the out- 
side world. At present the structure is 
only temporary, like the temporary 
wooden dikes at Dnieprostroy. The 
pressure upon this temporary structure 
from the capitalist nations is very 
great, Ilin says, and sd it is necessary 
to work at top speed to complete the 
Five-Year Plan, the permanent dam, 
that will make Russia an impregnable, 
self-sufficient unit. | 

Even the small villages and the 
peasant farms are to become efficient- 
ly functioning machines for the cre- 
ation of more and ever more energy— 
wheat, eggs, produce of all kinds. (It 
is Rule No. 9 in the children’s five- 
year plan to add two good laying hens 


to every peasant household.) Ilin 
speaks of “bread mines’’ and ‘grain 
factories.”’ It is the absence of any 
unified plan on the farms that makes 
for inefficiency, Ilin makes clear. ‘‘We 
must organize the labor of the people 
who produce bread,’’ he writes. Na- 
ture as man’s enemy, necessitating 
constant warfare, is another note that 
is stressed in this chapter. It is 
directly in contrast with the picture of 
nature that ig given to American 
school children. With us nature is in- 
terpreted, at least to younger chil- 
dren, more or less poetically, Russia 
has long since left behind that poetic 
interpretation. 

But even as he advocates the wide- 
spread use of farm machinery, Ilin 
points to the dangers that may come 
from it. He quotes from an American 
account describing the wandering farm 
la’ rers who must go from county to 
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county, state to state, in search of 
enough work to eke out an. existence. 
“This is what the machine does in 
America,”’ says Ilin. “It changes a 
free man into a slave, a farmhand. 
This ought not to be permitted. Life 
must be so organized that people will 
rejoice at the appearance of each new 
machine and greet it as a friend. But 
in order to achieve this goal machines 
must belong to society and not to in- 
dividuals. A socialistic state must be 
built.”’ 

In the chapter, ‘‘The War With the 
Kilometers,’’ Ilin describes the struggle 
to shorten freight routes, build high- 
ways, connect water courses. ‘‘How to 
bring Siberia Nearer to Moscow” is 
one point discussed in this chapter. 
That can be done by straightening the 
railway line. Before the revolution it 
was favoritism that dictated in what 
way the railroad should go. So it 
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curved to this city and twisted and 
wriggied to that one, like a snake. 
Now the Soviets are pulling it 
straight. 

Ilin in his conclusion reveals the 
reason for all this fierce, heart-break- 
ing effort. He begins with “A Frag- 
ment From a Book to be Written Fifty 
Years Hence.’’ In this he portrays, as 
from a perspective of a new order of 
civilization, the miserable living con- 
ditions that prevailed almost every- 
where, not in Russia alone, in the first 
three decades of the twentieth cen- 
tury. “Even in the United States as 
late as 1930 there were 30,000,000 
open fireplaces and stoves,’’ he notes. 

“All this will be written about us a 
few decades hence,”’ he says in com- 
ment. ‘“‘We live badly.
